Two “review courses” that have 
guaranteed “sure shot” methods of 
preparing applicants for state examina- 
tions have been uncovered by State's 
Attorney Crowe's investigation of 
charges that physician’s licenses, phar- 
macists’ certificates, and similar per- 
mits have been issued irregularly by 
the department of registration and edu- 
cation. 

Many of the secret méthods of these 
branches of the ring of “ fixers” that 
is alleged to have been operating for 
about six months have been described 
by witnesses examined by Assistant 
State’s Attorney Samuel M. Hamilton. 
While at first the ring was extremely 
secretive about its methods, it grad- 
ually has become more brazen, so that 
recently fixers have fold openly how 
they were able to guarantee delivery 
of the goods they offered for sale. —

Bourque Early in Field.

The indications are that at this time 
Dr. Fomon was conducting what might 
be described as “legitimate” courses. 
and, apparently, he became enraged 
when he discovered that Bourque's 
“system” had an inside track .to 
which he himself’ did not have access: 
He is said to have denounced Bourque 
repeatedly. 

But when these attacks had no effect 
Fomon discovered a way to gain some 
of the advantages allo Bourque, 
but denied to him. He said that 
he sent a confidential agent of his own 
into Bourque’s classes, in that way 
learned thie questions that were given 
the “students” and thereby he was 
able to drill hig customers along the 
“ guaranteed ” course thus laid down. 

“ Honesty Wouldn't Pay.” 
Witnesses have come in to tell»of 
the statement of one fixer that honedty 
wouldn’t pay under the conditions gev- 
erning the examination under discus- 
sion, that for $200 he could guarantee 
the advance delivery of more than half 
of the questions, and that for various 
sums, ranging from $6500 to $760, for 
example, he could guarantee a pharma- 
cy applicant his license regardless of 
his qualifications or his record in the 
tests. Such witnesses have testified 
that this man delivered to them copies 
of lists of questions which later proved 
to be those asked in the examination. 
Fomon’s alleggd method was to force 
applicants to memorize the answers to 
certain questions without telling them 
in so many words why he did so. For 
example, he has had courses for chiro- 
practors, etc., for which he

“Pique Dame,” by Tschaikowsky, 
was the second offering by the Russian 
Grand Opera company at the Olympic 
theater last night. Again was marked 
one of the differences between this com- 
pany and other opera organizations, 
for the second night, tnstead of being 


first. 
As has been mentioned, all the works 
sung by this company are, as far as 


standard in their own country. As far

Tschaikowsky, rather surprisingly, 
did not write as tnteresting a score as 
Rimsky-Korsakoff did for his opera. By 


‘the side of “The Tsar’s Bride” the 
“Pique Dame” music is decidedly 


short of vitality, and one wonders 
whether Tschaikowsky did not develop 
the habit of being more dramatic in his 
symphonies than in his operas. 

But “Pique Dame” is by no mgans 
to be scorned. It has persuasive mel- 


-ody almost by the yard. You will go 


through many scores before you will 
find a more charming’ dit than the in- 
termezzo of the second act. |
